“The sea is his, he made it,’ cries the 
Psalmist of Isracl, in one of those bursts of 
enthusiasm and devotion, in which he so often 
expresses the whole of a vast subject by a few 
simple words. Whose else indeed could it 
be, and by whom else could it have beea 
made? Who else can heave its tides, and ap- 
point its bounds? Who else can urge its 
mighty waves to madness with the breath and 
the wings of the tempest; and then speak to 
it again in a master’s accents, and bid it be 
still? Who else could have poured out its 
magnificent fulness round the solid land, and 


* Land as in a storehouse safe its watery trea- 
sures by?’ 


Who else could have peopled it with its count- 
less inhabitants, and caused it to bring forth 
its various productions, and filled it from jts 
deepest bed to its expanded surface, filled it 
from its centre to its remotest shores, filled 
to the brim with beauty and mystery, and 
power? Majestic ocean! Glorious sea! No 
created being rules thee, or made thee. Thou 
hearest but one voice, and that is the Lord's 
thoa obeyest but one arm, and that is the Al- 
mighty’s.

atthe brink, exclaiming in his broken phrase, oF 
will not kill my young mens!’ 

“The English blood was hotter! The twen- 
ty-third, under Colonel Seymour, rode wildly 
down into the hollow, and men end horses fell 
over each other in dreadful coufusion. The 
survivors, still untamed mounted the opposite 
bank by two's and three's;Seymour was wound- 
ed; but Major Frederick Ponsonby, a hardy sol- 
dier, rallying all who came up, passed through 
the midet of Vilatte’s columns, and, reckless of 
ihe musketry from each side, fell, with inex- 
pressible violence, upon a brigade of French 
chasseurs in the rear. ‘The combat was fierce 
but short; Victor had perceived the first ad- 
vance of the English, and detached his Polish 
lancers, and Westphalian light-horse, to the 
support of Vilatte; and these fresh troops coming 
up when the dota | third already over- 
matched, could scarcely hold up against the 
chasseurs, entirely broke them. Those who were 
not killed or taken made for Bassecour’s Span 
ish division, and so escaped, leaving behind two 
hundred an} seven men and officers, or about 
half the number that went into action. 

**During this time the bill, the key of the pe- 
sition, was again attacked, and Lapisse, cross- 
ing the ravine, pressed bard upon the English 
centre; his own artillery, aided by the great bat- 
tery on his right, opened large gaps in Sher- 
brook’s ranks, and the French columns came 
close up to the British line in the resojution to 
win; but they were received with a general dis- 
charge of all arms, and so vigorously encoun- 
tered, that they gave back in disorder; and, in 
the excitement of the moment; the brigade of 
English guards, quitting the line, followed up 
their success with inconsiderate ardor. The 
enemy's supportin and dragoons ad- 
vanced, the men who had been repulsed turned 
again, and the French batterics pounded the 
flank and front of the guards. 

‘Thus maltreated, the latter drew back, and, 
at the same moment, the German legion, being 
sorely pressed, got into confusion. Hill's and 
Campbell's divisions, on the extremities of the 
line, still held fast; but the centre of the British 
was absolutely broken and the fate of the day 
seemed to incline in favour of the French, when 
suddenly Colonel Donelian, with the forty-eighth 
regiment, was seen advancing through the midst 
of the disordered masses. At first, it seemed as 
if this regiment must be carried away by the re- 
tiring crowds, but, wheeling back by companies, 
it let them pass through the intervals, and 
then, resuming its pro and beautiful line, 
marched against the right of the pursuing 
columns, and plied them with such a de- 
structive musketry, and closed upon them 
such a firm and regular pace, that the forward 
movement of the French was checked. The 
guards and the Germans immediately rallied; a 
brigade of light —- came up from the se- 
cond line at a trot—the artillery battered the 
enemy's flanks without intermission, and the 
French, beginning to waver, soon lost their ad- 
vantage, and the battle was restored. 

** In all actions there is one critical and de- 
cisive moment which will give the victory to the 
General who knows how to seize it. When the 
guards first made their rash charge, Sir Arthur 
Wellesley, foresecing the issue of it, had order- 
ed the forty-eighth down from the hill, although 
a rough battle was going on there; and, at the 
same time, he directed Cotton's light cavalry to 
advance. ‘These dispositions gained the day.— 
The French relaxed their efforts by degrees; 
the fire of the English grew hotter; and their 
loud and confident shouts—sure augury of suc- 
cess —were heard along the whole line. 

**In the hands of a great General, Joseph's 
guards and the reserve, which were yet entire, 
might have restored the combat; but all combi- 
nation was at end on the French side. The 
fourth corps, beaten back on the left with the 
loss of ten guns, was in confusion; the troops in 
the great valley on the right, amazed at the fu- 
rious charge of the twenty-third, and awed by 
the sight of four distinct lines of cavalry, still in 
reserve, remained stationary. No impression 
had been made on the hill; Lupisse himself was 
mortally wounded, and, at last, his division giv- 
ing way, the whole army retired to its position, 
from whence it had descended to the attack.— 
This retrograde movement was covered by skir- 
mishers and an increasing fire of artillery; and 
the British, reduced tu less than fourteen thou- 
sand sabres and bayonets, and exhausted by toil, 
and the want of food, could not pursue. The 
Spanish army was incapable of any evolution, 
and about six o'clock all hostility ceased, each 
army holding the position of the morning. But 
the battle was scarcely over when, the dry grass 
and shrubs taking fire, a volume of flames passed 
with inconceivable rapidity across @ part of the 
field, scorching, in its course, both the dead and 
the wounded.’’

At New Haven, Conn., according to the Cou- 
rant, the moon itself was shining brightly at 7 
o'clock, when ‘*‘ a sudden flash of light, :lumi- 
nating every object with the clearness of light- 
ning, first arrested the attention of the observer.

Its motion was steady, and 
nut so rapid as the shooting of stars so frequent- 
ly observed. It seemed very near; and passed 
out of sight behind intervening objects without 
any explosion or nowe that could be heard. A 
halo of pale light surrounded the body of the 
meteor; and a very long and slender train of lu- 
rid tire, remained for some time in the sky, af- 
ter the meteor had passed out of sight. This 
train broke into sparks, which seemed to throw 
off scintillations, and finally expire.’’

On many parts 
of these human remains was distinctly traced 
that species of tattooing with which seamen 
often mark their bodies. The authorities on 
learning these horrible details, took every pos- 
sible precaution to prevent them from being 
made public, whilst the captain and crew of the 
schooner were sub judice. It is not yet known 
whether the human flesh was originally mixed 
up with the pork, or whether it was the work of 
the pirates. {t ia greatly apprehended that these 
wonsters will get off; the Dutch criminal pro- 
ceedings are extremely tcdious; there is also a 
well known and proverbial liability to bribery; 
and the jail is in a wretched and insecure condi- 
tion. The description of the pirate corresponds 
with that given of the vessel which in April last 
plundered the Admiral Benbow, and murdered 
some of the crew and passengers aff the Cape 
de Verd Islands.

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COURT OF KING'S BENCH,—Seprr. Tena. 
MURDER AT ST. JEAN-PORT-J0L1, 

The trial of Francois Marois, a native of St. 
Jean Baptiste de Rouvill, (District of Montreal) 
took place onthe 28th ult. the prisoner was 
charged with the murder, on the 18th August, at 
his house at St. Jean-port-joli, about 60 miles 
below Quebec, of F, H, Guilmet, a young man, 
a native of Quebec, of twenty-six years of age, 
who travelled through the country as a pediar. 
Marois was about 60, his et with a very 
athletic frame, a little disposed to corpulency; 
his features were large, angular and bony, his 
cheeks furrowed and hollow. His countenance 
was remarkable for a stern calculating coolness. 
He had an entire controul over all his feelings, 
and at no time during his trial shewed the least 
syptoms of alarm. 

Ihe following is the substance of the evi- 
dence, &c. onythe trial: 

On the 17th August, (Monday,) Guilmet, the 
deceased, passing before the prisoner's house at 
St. Jean, was called in and afterwards pressed 
to sleep, Marois saying, that he had a gun and 
would lend it to him to fowl. Guilmet refused 
for a long time, but at last consented to sleep. 
He did ta fact go out fowling, for it was not late 
in the day. During this time the’prisener went to 
see come patients, for he practised as kind of a 
Doctor, and sometimes also sold small trinkets 
and goods. The persons whom he visited ob- 
served that his mind was much engaged with 
something, and he said that he was in a hurry 
as he had somebody whom he called ** son petit 
marchand”’ to sleep with him that night. It 
appears that it was on his return home in the 
course of the night that he committed the mur- 
der with a hammer, which was produced in 
court with the bones of the scull of the deceas- 
ed, the factures of which exactly corresponded 
with the shape of the hammer. The wounds 
were two in number above the right ear, and 
had penetrated to the handle of the hammer 
through part of the brain. 

On the morning of the 18th, the neighbours 
remarked, contrary to what was the custom, 
that the prisoner kept the shutters of his house 
closed, and his busy manner was also the sub- 
ject of observation. This joined to the circum. 
stance that the pediar had not been seen to pass 
or been heard of, raised some suspicion against 
the prisoner. Yet there was no direct proof; 
nothing would likely have been done; when the 
following day the body of a man found on the 
beach of the St. Lawrence, about 3 miles below 
the prisoner’s house. _The body was soon re- 
cognized as that of Guilmet. It had only a shirt 
on, and the wounds were immediately noticed: 
it was carried to the house of one Thibault 
until an inquest was held. Every body then 
suspected Marois to be the murderer, and a 
warrant was obtained against him and executed 
in the night of Thursday, 

In the mean time Marois had been observed 
to get a small punt ready to be used. It ap- 
a that he had kept the body all day, oa 

uesday, in his house, and had that night car- 
ried it to the punt and from thence to some dis- 
tance in the river, and thrown it over. Since the 
execution, the report of a woman that she had 
seen him dragging something like a body to the 
punt is verified, but this person fearing that she 
might be brought to give evidence concealed 
the fact. 

Some precautions were taken by Captain Be- 
langer and a party of militia in the arrest of 
Marois, particularly as it was known that he 
was on his guard and was expected to offer re- 
sistance. It wasarranged that some one should 
go to the house and call on him to attend a sick 

verson, while several of the men got near to the 
Goon ready to seize him at a signal. Marois 
refused to come out, but gave a phial to the 
person from the door, and at this moment was 
laid hold of. It was remarked that this precau- 
tion had been useful, for there was behind the 
door an axe and a loaded gun. Capt. Belanger 
read his warrant, and questioned hun as to the 
deceased. Marois answered that the deceased 
had left his house early in the morning of Tues- 
day with his pedlar’s box, and that he did not 
know whither he had gone, saying that a 
stranger had slept with deceased, and that he 
had gone away with him. 

The house was then searched, and from this 
and subsequent examinations of it, the following 
facts were proved:—The hammer still bloody 
was found; as were the feet of the deceased's 
boots, with the legs cut cM; the iron lock, 
hinges, &c. of his box; a yard stich; bloody 
feathers in the chimney, and to this last circum. 
stance may be added, that he had employed a 
woman to make a new bed ticking—numerous 
stains of blood were secn on the floors and par- 
j titions of two bed rooms, and on the bedsteads, 
which bad been scraped so as to make them dis 
On a window the mark of the 
bloody fingers of a hand were seen, and on the 
stones below it drops of bi ~the dress and 
goods of the deceased were also found and re-

The jury bemg charged by the Ch ef Justice, 
l then retired for about a quarter of an hour, and 










had marked his demeanour throughout. At 10 
v'eluck he come upon the platform,~hie wre 
pinioned, and afler hissing the halior which was 
puspe fram the fatal beam, he stepped io 
the frout sailing of the balcony and addressed 
the spectators ima firm and dustinet tone, fully 
admitting the justice of hoa sentence, and avow- 
img the commission of the deed for which he 
Was about to suller. He implored the forgive 

nese and prayers of the frends of the deceased, 
and declared that heavy as was the crime for 
whieh he wae doomed to die, he should meet 
that death with mote courage, where it the only 
one which weighed upon his conscience. But 
great as was his known offence, there were other 
deeds of a still more henious character in the ca- 
talogue of his offences, for each of which the 
forfe:t of his life might have justly been de- 
manded—but his hour was come, and time did 
hot permit him to relate the actions to which he 
referred—he again acknowledged the justice of 
hie sentence, and beggad the prayers of all pre- 
sent. He felt himeel( firm, he ead, in the eup- 
port he derived from his religion.* 

Having concluded the address, during which 
the culprit’s voice did not in the least degree 
fail him, he went into the execution room, where 
the final preparations were made, his hand tied 
at the wrists, and the cap placed on his head. 
Whilst these were doing, he manifested, we are 
informed, the most eoteen coolness, instructing 
the executioner in the way he would have the 
rope adjusted, and objecting to a great fall be- 
ing given, as it would, he said, increase the 
pain, and, being a heayy man, he feared the 
rope might break. Every thing being in readi- 
ness, he returned upon the plotter and <> 
ed himself te the executioner, to whom he spoke, 
seemingly eres | him, whilst he placed the 
noose over his head. ‘The cap was now drawn 
over his eyes, and he was left alone on the 
platform, which immediately fell, and in a mo- 
ment, and almost without a struggle, his exis- 
tence ceased. The crowd was unusually great, 
and many females were present, yet so satisfied 
did all appear of the = of hia sentence and 
the necessity of the dreadful example, that not 
a sympathising word was heare, or the slightest 
expression of regret at the murderer's ignomin- 
ous end.
